The  Wessex  Water  Board  is  responsible  for  the 
public  water  supplies  in  the  district. 

All  the  houses  in  the  town  have  a  piped  mains 
water  supply  and  no  house  is  dependent  upon  a  stand-pipe 
supply. 

D\rring  the  year  several  complaints  were  received 
regarding  discolouration  of  the  water  due  to  iron.  More 
regular  flushing  of  service  pipes  remedied  this  nuisance. 
The  supplies  remained  adequate,  apart  from  one  or  tviro 
occasions,  when  the  higher  parts  of  the  town  were  without 
water. 


In  addition  to  the  thirty  foiir  samples  for 
bacteriological  examination  taken  by  the  Board,  one 
hundred  and  ten  samples  were  submitted  for  examination 
by  your  public  health  staff,  and  six  for  chemical 
examination. 

Tests  of  other  supplies  in  the  town  for 
pliombo-solvency  proved  negative. 

Five  private  water  supplies  were  in  use  for 
industrial  purposes.
